Havana, May 17.—Americans residing 
in Havana, especially thorn* who have 
been here since the beginning of the 
military occupation, look upon the pres­ 
ent anti-American outburst as similar to 
the Garcia funeral incident and the ex­ 
citement which followed the prohibition 
of demonstrations on Jan. 1. It is really 
a very simple mist ter. 
Just now Gen­ 
eral Brooke is ©ou»uierlug the publica­ 
tion of an order designed to check un­ 
truthful and violent criticism of the 
military government 
Should the or- 
der be issmd it would merely call atten­ 
tion, by reproducing them, to the exist­ 
ing liable laws under the Spanish 
code, which provides abundant meth­ 
ods of discouraging immoderate utter­ 
ance*. 
The propriety of ocusorlug ex- 
jJotuve newspapers, suppressing meet­ 
ings and forcibly disarming the Cubans 
has been considered, but such policy has 
been hdd aside definitely as being un­ 
wise and impolitic. 
There is no present 
purpose to use any repressive measures. 
Everybody will be allowed to express 
his feelings in writing and talking. 
A former member of the military as­ 
sembly said yesterday: 
“The Cubans 
have no dusire for anything out a peace­ 
ful 
adjustment 
immediately. 
They 
blame (iome* for being too uncommuni­ 
cative and for his unwillingm»* to ab­ 
negate selfish motives sufficiently to al­ 
low any one else to have a share in the 
honor of arranging Cuba's future.”
